As « long line of 
refugees was crossing the river e.t dawn on 4 January* a United Nations plane 
flat? overhead broadcasting and dropping handbills to warn that thoe© Koreans via® 
ware found crossing the river would be shot 

2., This announcameat angered the civilians;., who felt that the United Rations did mt 
cara for the waif era of the people, About 30 refugees who ware returning to 
Seoul from as attempt to cross the Hen River were strafed and hilled by United 
Nations planes. This incident canned much disturbance among ROK supporters,: who 
felt that they ware considered worthless by 'the military command *&d could rot 
trust their own gaveruxioirb for protection* 

3<. When' the Chinese Communists entered Seoul* they searched and questioned the resi- 
dents who had remained* particularly with regard to men eligible for military 
service, and went through the unoccupied houses and confiscated all- valuo&L* 
goods,.* On 25 January 1951 the block people’s ceoaaittees made a general census,. 

On 10 February officials visited horaas to list the names of children of school 
age,. Instances were reported In late February of North Koreans arresting and 
threatening women who refused to reveal the location off mule relatives who had 
fonuerly Jived in North Korea or who had belonged to anti^oBmiunist. groups in 
the south. 


4» Daring the occupation^ the Chinese Communists often searched private homes at 
night. When Chinese soldiers were billeted for a time in a private home* they 
required the women of the household to cook for' the®, although they brought 
their own rice and often left money for the service. The Chinese &ppo&:ed to 
be in bad condition regarding both food and weapons, in contrast to the numerous 
North Korean military and civilian personnel in Seoul who we well-fed. In
